MEAT BALLS 
(Will serve about eight) 

2 lbs. ground meat (beef) 
V 4 cup grated cheese

Cook in heavy skillet until 
brown on all sides and set 
aside. 

SPAGHETTI SAUCE 
1/2 cup olive oil, salad oil 
or meat dippings 
1 medium onion chopped 
1 tbs. parsley chopped 
4 cans tomato paste 
Salt and pepper to taste 
1 clove of garlic chopped 

1 or 2 tbs. oregano (more 
or less) 

2 cans tomato sauce 
Water 

Saute onions, garlic, ore¬ 


gano and parsley in olive 
oil until golden brown and 
transparent (watch careful¬ 
ly as it burns easily). Add 
salt and pepper and tomato 
sauce and paste. Add equal 
parts of water as tomato 
sauce and paste. Allow this 
to simmer at a low heat for 
about four hours, adding ad¬ 
ditional water as it cooks 
down. When completed it 
should be as thick as undi¬ 
luted canned soup. 

Fifteen minutes before 
serving, or about the time 
you put the hot water on to 
cook the pastes, add the 
meatballs to the sauce and 
heat them up. Serve imme¬ 
diately and expect the fam¬ 
ily to come back for sec¬ 
onds. 

FOR VARIATION, Mrs. 
Bonney frequently uses Ital¬ 
ian hot sausage sliced thin 
instead of the meatballs. 
She also heats these in the 
spaghetti sauce about 15 
minutes before serving. 


For her pizza dough, she 
uses a one loaf white yeast 
bread dough recipe which 
she rolls thin on a floured 
board and puts in a greased 
and floured pizza pan mak¬ 
ing sure to have a rolled 
pie edging. She spreads her 
dough in the pan with about 
three tablespoons of olive 
oil. 

On this she cuts up about 
four Italian sausages rear 
thin and arranges them over 
the pizza. She also cuts up 
about 'A lb. of Mozzarella 
cheese and arranges it on 
the pizza. Over all of this 
she crumbles about a table¬ 
spoon of oregano over whole 
pie and pours two cans of 
tomato sauce over the top. 
She bakes in a preheated 
450 F. oven for about 15 
minutes till crust is golden 
brown. If pizza is made in 
advance it must be kept in 
the refrigerator to prevent 
dough from rising.
